In the little Catholic 
Catechism children are taught that the sin of steal- 
ing cannot be forgiven by absolution of the priest 
alone, but that restitution must be made of money 
stolen or damaged property paid for. 


The priest cannot forgive one who has stolen 
even five cents without the’ obligation of restitution. 
That obligation rests on nature itself. Nobody is en- 
titled to what does not belong to him. 


Therefore, parents should not, on principle, tol- 
erate even petty stealing, and should insist on the 
child earning the money with which to repair any 
property damage for which he is responsible. 


It is also highly important that the child be 
taught temperance, especially by example. A high 
school student, for instance, should never be served 
drinks in the home, even if parents have to abstain 
in order to set that example. 


High school girls, for the good of the boy, should 
not fraternize with one who likes drinks.

Catholic Missions Slighted 
In UN Report On 


Seoul, Korea —(NC)— Catholic 
missions are sighted in a “Report 
of Christian Missionary Activity in 
Korea” published by the Civil Edu 
cation Section of United Nations 
Civil Assistance Command. Korea 
This agency, known as UNCACK. us 
actually under Far East Command 
U. S&S Army. 


The report is a mimeographed 
booklet of 32 pages, issued early 
this year. Half of it deals with the 
history of Christian missions in Ko 
rea, their present activity and pro 
jects. The other half gives statis 
tics, lists of institutions and a map 
of Christian missions in Korea in 
1931. 

Catholic missions appear no 
where on this map. In 1931 there 
were three Catholic Bishops. one 
Prefect Apostolic and more than 
100,000 Catholics Im Korea. The 
map shows only the divisions in 
which six Protestant denominations 
had agreed to work separately. 

The “historical sketch” in chap 

ter | ignores more than a century 
of Catholic history in Korea. That 
means the beginning of Christian- 
in Korea. 
The booklet says: “As regards 
the church itself. organized Pro 
testant mission work had begun in 
Korea in 1884." The earliest date 
at which the text mentions a Cath 
olic population in Korea is 1912'
